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THE LEGION AND BEER 


Recently Dr. Clarence True Wilson 
made some statements re the American 
Legion, and its recent resolution to Con- 
gress. The Congress of the United States 
was asked to submit the question of having 
beer to drink to the individual states, and 
by an overwhelming majority, too. Where- 
at Dr. Wilson was quoted through the press 
of the country on the front page, as calling 
the boys of the American Legion “drunk- 
ards” and a lot of other things not so nice. 
And if Dr. Clarence True Wilson ever put 
his foot in it, he did that thing when he re- 
leased such statements. It seems that every 
move the “orthodox” religionists make 
these days is in the wrong-direction for their 
own interest. That means that those moves 
are in the right direction as far as the race 
as a whole goes—but certainly they are in- 
imical to the interests of the “church” itself. 

In my article in this magazine a few 
months ago , I alluded to certain "peaceful 
parsons" who publicly stated that they 
would not defend this country in time of 
war, as "parasites" Naturally the "holy 
brethren" got up in arms against the article. 
But the only thing that can be said against 
this particular article is that | happened to 
be a little ahead of the other editors in 
writing it. For since that time many many 
papers have spoken in unmistakable terms 
of their reactions to the stand of these "re- 
ligion-peddlers" and have reiterated my 
statements in my own article. | stated in 
this article that this stand of theirs would 
do more to injure their own cause than any- 
thing else they could have ever done. I'm: 
not so sure of that now though, for this 
dirty attack on the American Legion is 
about the most suicidal thing that either 
Dr. Wilson or the "church" could possibly 
have done. General Douglas MacArthur, 
in reply to the published statements that 
"peaceful parsons" would not fight for the 
country of their birth in time of war, stated 
that such a stand branded them as traitors, 
and denied to them the right to hold citi- 
zenship in any country. And I think he 
was right. 

Now they come along, and just because 
the boys who would fight in time of war 
want a glass of beer, they call them 
“drunks,” etc. Well—let me repeat, if the 


first statement about not defending this 
country in time of war hurt them, this pres- 
ent effulgence on the part of Saint Wilson, 
will certainly do more to hasten the burial 
day than anything else that could have hap- 
pened. Now remember what | am saying 
here, and see how far from the truth the 
future proves me to be. | am not a drink- 
ing man—and | do not think at my age | 
shall ever be a drinking man. | never fre- 
quent pool-halls, | never gamble, nor can . 
I be charged with any really bad “sin” of 
any sort that I am aware of. | am a suc- 
cessful business man, and in the eyes of the 
"camel's eyes" that probably is a sin, but 
just the same it cannot be charged against 
me that | am arguing in favor of liquor 
from a personal standpoint. | am not ar- 
guing in favor of liquor at all. 


I think perhaps my home life is as clean 
and my family as beautiful as that of any 
"peaceful parson" or "dry christian." And 
certainly those who follow my writings know 
that I am ever to be found defending the 
very best things in life. I love clean living. 
1 love healthy, clean children. .[ love the 
very finest and most beautiful things of life, 
and my argument here is not in favor of 
either beer or the saloon. If ever either of 
them come back it wouldn't make any dif- 
ference to me, for | assure you | should 
never either drink or patronize the saloon. 
But I am opposed to any man or group of 
so-called "religionists" daring to tell the 
American Legion that they are a "bunch of 
common drunks.” The man that made 
that statement killed himself—sooner or 
later. And it's more than likely that he 
stirred up the wrong hornet’s nest. This 
sort of thing, however, goes right square 
back to the organization claiming to operate 
by virtue of “divine power of God." It 
goes back to the organization who would 
tell you and I that our beautiful little chil- 
dren are doomed and damned unless they 
subscribe to the dogmas of this "tradition 
or that "tradition." It tells us that the 
mighty intelligence behind this universe 
split himself into three parts and sent one 
of them down to the wife of a Syrian Jew. 
there to pregnate her by unnatural means, 
and to bring forth a son which was another 
third of this supposed “trinity.” But if you 
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trace the history of this religious organiza- 
tion back, you will find that it isn’t so long 
since it was ordering and actually burning 
alive at the stake, those of other faiths who 
would not subscribe to this “christian” doc- 
trine. 

In fact its whole past history is one horri- 
ble mess of murder, crime, bloodshed, away 
back as far as one cares to go. And another 
thing here worth mentioning in passing— 
there has never been known to exist one 
single historian who ever heard of the mir- 
aculous happenings we are told took place 
at both the advent and resurrection of Jesus 
Christ. Not a single one out of over 200 
ever heard of such things. And this to me 
is more than conclusive proof that these 
alleged miracles never happened at all. The 
only place you can find any reference to 
them is in the history of the structure itself.

And cer- 
tainly, if the dead got up out of their graves 
and meandered around amongst the citi- 
zens of Jerusalem, these historians would 
at least have heard about it. And for this 
reason if for no other, | am satisfied in my 
own mind that the whole story is nothing 
more nor less than a cock-and-bull story 
foisted off on the unsuspecting public by 
this organization which asks you and I to 
believe that it represents "god" on this 
earth. But it cannot prove that statement. 
It cannot show its credentials. An exam- 
ination of its foundations refuses to con- 
vince any thinking mind that these founda- 
tions are other than false and home-made. 

And as my readers know by this time, 
that is exactly my stand. And if this be a 
fact, then these religion mongers might find 
something better to do than to call the 
American Legion “a bunch of drunks.” They 
were not such when they were over there 
wallowing in the slime and filth of the first- 
line trenches in order to make this country 
safe. They would not have been denied a 
glass of beer then. But now, just because 
à gang of phoney religious salesmen try to

That's my stand 
and let the church and the preachers make 
the best of it. I am utterly convinced, ladies 
and gentlemen, that the time is here in 
which we of America are ready to utterly 
discard all “pagan” and “supernaturally- 
revealed” religion, and get down to the basic 
facts about the mighty God behind the uni- 
verse, which of course is not, and cannot be, 
the god of the church, for that god is none 
other than old “Yah-veh,” who held the 
conversation with the talking snake, losing 
the argument and then pronouncing a terri- 
ble curse on the poor snake.

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PLAIN SPEAKING 


Sometimes the plain speaking of the ed- 
itor of this magazine is misconstrued. Only 
by those who do not know him and have 
not followed him of course. But against 
the “orthodox religionists," wherever our 
literature goes, at once they begin to rave 
and tear their hair and pronounce us to be 
an infidel, atheist, and many other not nice 
things. We lose no sleep over it at all, but 
we cannot help feel what a demonstration 
this is of the ignorance of those whose lives 
have been blighted by religious superstition. 
The attitude is taken that the truths of 
God, as revealed by the "church," shall stand 
“firm as the rock of ages." Ministers op- 
pose us and think by doing so they are plac- 
ing stumbling blocks in our path. Nothing 
is farther from the truth, however, than 
that. Had these good brethren the sense 
and the fairness to see that possibly some- 
one else does who not belong to their organ- 
ization might have a little light on subjects 
religious, then there would be some hope for 
them. 

But there can be no hope as long as they 
take the attitude that by no possible means 
can anything religious change. If the stand 
is taken that there was only once a revela- 
tion of God given to man, and they claim 
that their organization received this one 
revelation, then I must not only disagree 
with them, but pity them for their crass 
ignorance and superstition. For if these re- 
religious gentlemen have an idea that they 
have the last word of truth, then they are 
very badly mistaken, | can assure them of 
that. For in the first place they are run- 
ning around like a bunch of hens with their 
heads cut off, and not knowing which way 
to turn to keep their heads above water. 
The daily papers are full of the statements 
of the heads of the various religious denom- 
inations, which statements very plainly show 
them to be lost—utterly lost. The Rev. 
Trexler, of New York City, president of the 
United Lutheran Synod of America, said at 
their annual convention recently, “The 
church is limping along waiting for another 
Moses to lead it into the light." At about 
the same time, Dr. Albert W. Beavan, presi- 
dent of the Northern Baptist convention, 
made this statement: “The churches are far 
from Christ now." This good brother never 


spoke a truer word in his life. The church 
has never known very much about Christ 
anyhow, and certainly it never has known 
anything about the Living God—the mighty 
Life Spirit which caused this created scheme 
of things to be, and which gave life to every 
one of us. The church has never known 
anything about that Power. 

It knows all about old “Yah-veh,” the 
tribal god of the Jews, which god rained 
rocks out of the sky, and drowned all of his 
creation like rats in a trap. It knows all 
about the god that held an argument with 
a talking snake, losing the argument and 
then pronouncing a terrible curse on the 
poor snake. It knows all about the god who 
loves bloody and burning sacrifice, as evi- 
denced by its own actions in burning thous- 
ands and tens of thousands alive down 
through the ages. But it has never known 
the power of the True God. And it never 
will until it discards all idolatrous and 
pagan religious teachings so-called, which 
teachings by the way, should never be called 
religious for they are as heathen as they 
can possibly be. 

The editor of this magazine knows these 
things. He is not afraid to speak his mind 
on the subject either. And this plain speak- 
ing is very naturally causing a lot of com- 
motion in the ranks of the "orthodox. 
That's good. For this outfit cannot stand 
the light of day on their teachings. And 
they know it. And they know it wont do 
to have anyone drag the entire structure 
into the light, and show men and women. 
thinking men and women on what 1t !5 
founded. They know that when that hap- 
pens, its day of power is over. 

And so they get very much upset when 
they hear of our activities in telling the 
people the real truth of God. They dont 
like us to tell people over the radio that 
the heads of two of the biggest Protestant 
denominations ordered the burning alive of 
"heretics," which means those of other 
faiths, not many hundred years ago. They 
don't like the public to be told that their 
organizations are founded on the preach- 
ments of such men. But they are. And in 
the very sure swing of time, such doctrines 
and teachings are most surely doomed—as 
they should be. 
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The fact that they don’t like my plain 
speaking is the very best evidence that | 
am speaking the truth. And if I am speak- 
ing the truth, | am not destroying religion 
but am building it up. For as long as any 
pagan god is masquerading as the True 
God, then there can be no light or help to 
anyone ever to follow in the pathway of 
such teachings. And the church god is a 
pagan god. There can be no question of 
that. You and I both know that he did not 
spit in the mud and make a man, etc., etc., 
etc. We know those stories are not true. 
We also know that the Christian Bible is 
not by a million miles the divinely inspired 
word of the Living God. It may be, and 
probably is, the "divinely inspired word" of 
did "Yah-veh," but it so happens that 
old "Yah-veh" is not the creator of this 
universe. For old "Yah-veh" did things 
which the mighty creator of the universe 
never could do. So the church must not try 
to tell people any more that they have "the 
only true god." Such a statement is a lie 
and is easily proven to be such. It is hard- 
ly possible to read Mr. Wheless's two books 
"Forgery in Christianity," and “ไร It God's 
Word," and ever again believe in the Bible 
as the divinely inspired word of God. Not 
much. There is too much forgery shown 
up in those works for that. Also "The Bible 
Unmasked," by Joseph Lewis. Also my 
own book, "America Awakening." You 
can't read those books—dynamite books— 
and ever again believe that this old pagan 
Bible is the divinely inspired word of God. 
For it is not. 


And all over this universe we see not only 
men and women, but nations, slowly and 


surely shoving off all supernaturally re- 
vealed religion. And this is as it should be 
for there never was a system of supernatur- 
ally revealed religion yet that was true. In 
Spain, in Italy, in Russia, in Mexico, in 
South America, and in Turkey we see a 
very definite and positive pushing away 
from all divine religion. Good. When 
men and women push away from that sort 
of poppy-cock, then are they liable to find 
out something about God as He actually 
exists. But they will certainly never find 
him as long as impossible, unreasonable, 
and utterly idolatrous stories are handed 
out to us in the name of religion. Plain 
speaking?—that's what the country wants. 
And the “Moses” that Dr. Trexler said the 
world needed will probably. not come 
through the ranks of the church. He will 
come through some other agency utterly 
opposed to the church. This is as it should 
be of course. For the admission that the 
church is “limping along" is a very frank 
admission that its doctrines are false and if 
they are false they are fraudulent also. So 
no new revelation of God ever could come 
through the present church system. No— 
my friend—the revelation is not only com- 
ing, it’s here. And according to the church 
it is coming through “an infidel.” O.K. 
then. We don’t care how it comes just as 
long as it comes. And when it comes the 
world at large, as our thousands of students, 
will know it. May God hasten the day when 
the last jot and tittle of “religious super- 
stition" surrounding his name is once and 
forever banished. The editor of this mag- 
azine doing his little part to try and banish 
it, in order that the True God may be 
known.

my little children, | see strains of charac- 
teristics which are prominent in myself. 
Both of the little fellows have a birth-mark 
on the back of the neck. The mother has 
this same birthmark. Then again one out- 
standing characteristic of both these sweet 
little things, is their firmness of mind and 
will. When their mind is made up to do 
something, they come pretty near doing it. 
This they come by honestly too. Then the 
looks in the face. One can very easily see 
their mother’s and my features in their little 
faces. 


So it is reasonable to suppose also, that 
the strains and tendencies of race beliefs of 
probably thousands of years are very firmly 
imbedded in their little lives. And. it being 
a fact that for centuries, this “christian re- 
ligion" has been propagated by our parents, 
and by their parents back of them. and so 
on, it is only reasonable to expect that it is 
an integral part of the lives of those who 
have been reared in that attitude. Now— 
this Christian religion teaches that you and 
I were born in sin and shapen in iniquity. 
Which is a lie for that matter—but this 
Christian religion teaches it just the same. 
It teaches also that there is no hope for us 
outside of the shed blood of Jesus Christ. 
Which is another lie. In fact. everything 
it has to offer teaches that man is a guilty, 
lost, hell-deserving sinner, doomed to etern- 
al damnation unless he does something the 
church tells him to. It’s all a bunch of 
hooey for that matter, but it has been earn- 
estly and conscientiously believed for gen- 
erations.

playing the game with God, they will cer- 
tainly overcome in life, and there is no tell- 
ing where men and women will not go, 
when they learn the power of this Mighty 
Life Spirit—GOD. 

Now—it being a fact that inbred into 
man’s nature, through the pagan teachings 
of the church, it is a very pronounced com- 
plex, it is, in many cases, hard to believe 
that God is not the type he has been pic- 
tured to be.

Just as long 
as this race tendency of inferiority remains, 
then of course it will be hard for some peo- 
ple to understand that the Living Law actu- 
ally works. 

Then again, there are a great majority of 
these students of mine, who experience no 
difficulty at all in recognizing the mighty 
power and presence of God, and these of 
course have no doubts at all. 

They have “faith” in the Law—and—it 
naturally works. For the one thing neces- 
sary to bring into operation the Law of God, 
is to first recognize its presence. Then recog- 
nize its power. Then recognize the fact that 
automatically, when this Law of faith is 
complied with, the answer is sure. Just as 
sure as sure can be. Take one of my little 
fellows—little Alfred for instance. Y ester- 
day, on coming home from school for lunch, 
he said to me, “Daddy—did a large pack- 
age come to your office for me?" I told the 
little fellow that no such package had ar- 
rived. “Well, will you bring it home as 
soon as it comes?" the little fellow asked. 
"Of course I will," I told him, and the mat- 
ter will never be mentioned again by Al- 
fred to me. He knows, and he knows be- 
yond any shadow of a doubt that if a pack- 
age comes to him I will bring it home. 

He knows I will because I said I would. 
And as far as he is concerned the matter is 
once and forever settled. If the package 
comes he will get it. I will bring it home. 
Now Alfie does not know when the package 
will arrive, or whether it will arrive at all 
or not. | do not know myself what package 
he is talking about. But he does know that 
if a package arrives for him, he will get it 
because be bas my word. 

There is the simple little trusting jid 
which absolutely brings the answer. Anc 
the only sort of faith that brings the an- 
swer. Can you have such a confidence 1n 
this mighty Life Spirit that you can trust 
Him that way? Perhaps the race tend- 
encies and their doctrines of "original sin 
are too firmly imbedded. But you know 
the truth, and your eyes are opened. So 
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there should be no need of your doubting 
Him any more. You may have to practite 
and think a lot along this line before you 
are at the place where you will recognize 
this great spiritual Law—God. But it is 
worth the effort, for once the faith is in ex- 
istence—once the connection is made—it can 
never be broken.

What a fool | would be, after 
having received such a phone call, | began 
to say, "Well now—I wonder if they really 
will be here? Somehow or other, I'd. like 
to believe it, but maybe they won't come," 
etc. You see how foolish that would be, 
don't you. Well, the same way with God. 
He has given us life and put us on this 
earth, and the answer to the whole problem 
lies right here in our midst and will be given 
to the world some day, perhaps soon, by 
someone who has found real faith and trust. 
How can you develop faith—well—to some 
it is a hard job and is only done through 
many hard knocks. Many never find it, 
and go down to the tomb in utter ignorance 
of the power of God, even though they be 


deacons in some church or other. They 
might even be ministers of "the gospel" and 
still never know anything about either God 
or faith in God. 


I like to get lessons in faith from my little 
Florence, now just 8 months old. She's a 
sweet little bugger, and I like to put her on 
the floor where she crawls around like a 
little bug.

The sweet 
little face will light up with a smile of 
Heaven, and the little thing will immedi- 
ately begin to paddle her way across the 
floor to me. That's faith. And faith in a 
tiny child. I called her—and she came. 
When she gets hungry she lets us know and 
is fed. Never for one moment does the 
question of not being fed enter into her little 
mind. She knows she will be. And so with 
you and I all through life. The power cap- 
able of creating such a scheme as this is, has, 
in itself, the power of eternal life, and also 
has the power to give to you and I what- 
ever is necessary for our happiness. How 
about trusting God a little from now on? 


LET'S GO 


Recently there appeared in the Spokes- 
man-Review, the leading daily newspaper 
of the Inland Empire, and published at Spo- 
kane, Wash., a letter written to that paper 
by a small country ladies aid society, pro- 
testing vigorously the radio broadcasts | 
am giving weekly. Reference was made to 
the society’s "blood-bought religion," and 
several backhanded compliments were hand- 
ed to me by one signing himself or herself 
“Zigler”—Recording Secretary. | was al- 
luded to as a “blatant upstart,” etc., know- 
ing nothing at all, and according to the pic- 
ture painted, it's a wonder that God lets 
such a man live. 

At any rate, the letter had no sooner ap- 
peared than those in sympathy with me be- 
gan to write to the paper also. | think the 


percentage of letters published in that cam- 
paign of hate, was about eight to one in my 
favor. At any rate, I am advised that this 
“Zigler” person was mighty sorry he or she 
started an argument which they could not 
and did not finish. Letters began to pour 
into my office and into the radio station, 
and at the last checking, 96% of these let- 
ters were in favor of the broadcasts, and the 
other 4% of course were opposed to them. 

When this party alluded to her “blood- 
bought religion,’ she put her foot in the 
hole for sure. For she could not have used 
a more damning argument against what- 
ever system of religion she is professing. 
Blood-bought is right. For both Calvin and 
Luther, the heads of two of the largest Pro- 
testant organizations in existence today, 


shed lots of blood in their time. trying to 
put over their damnable doctrines and dog- 
mas. You will remember of course the case 
of poor Servetus. He made the statement 
that Judea was a barren land, whereas the 
Bible said it was a land flowing with milk 
and honey. So Brother Calvin had him

And 
there will be no real knowledge of God as 
He exists universally known until every 
priest and preacher is laid under the sod. 
Not a single thing can be said in favor of 
the dogmas, when the organization is viewed 
in the light of its past history. Not a single 
word of evidence or proof can it bring forth. 
All it can do is to ask you and me to be- 
lieve blindly what it tells us to believe, and 
ask no questions about it. Thats what it 
has been doing for ages past. But that's 
what it is not going to do any more. For 
the moving finger has written, and, having 
written has moved on. And do you know 
what the moving finger "writ"? Let me 
tell you—it wrote the word “Ichabod” all 
over the phoney and false church structure 
in letters as red as red can be.

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OUR RADIO WORK 


The radio lectures delivered by Dr. Rob- 
inson are attracting very great attention, 
and are causing considerable comment for 
and against. Most of the letters, however,

Dr. Robinson evidently is 
that man, and we predict that this move- 
ment will sooner or later be world-wide.

Peanut ventures do not 
interest him, and he will never rest until the 
world has discarded the old pagan myths, 
and come into a knowledge of the mighty 
power of the Living God. 

Of course, the "organized church," both 
Catholic and Protestant, are up in arms, 
and are doing everything in their power to 
take the doctor off the air.

A pipe-organ has 
been installed in Dr. Robinson's home, and 
in the future the programs will be broad- 
cast by remote control with Dr. Robinson 
opening the program with an organ solo. 
Then will follow a 15-minute lecture, and 
then another organ solo. Another talk will 
be given and another organ solo will con- 
clude the program. This will probably be

The organ is a very beautiful one, and 
has been installed in the basement of Dr. 
Robinson's home while the console is in the 
living room. Dr. Robinson has a passion 
for pipe organ music, and his best moments 
and his best thoughts come while idling at 
the keyboards. We feel sure that our new 
series of programs will be well received, and 
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those living in the vicinity of Spokane and 
the Inland Empire are invited to comment 
on the programs. We would like to be able 
to extend the broadcast nationally, and that 
day will probably come. But it cannot be 
for some time yet, unless of course some 
wealthy person takes a notion to father it, 
in which case we will do what we want to 
do in short order. 

This is a wonderful opportunity for us, 
and will probably be as interesting a pro- 
gram as is on the air. In the meantime, in- 
quiries continue to come in, and practically 


every student writes us very fine letters 
about our instruction. All this world needs 
is to know the truth about religion and God. 
It needs to know that what is offered to us 
today by the church, is nothing more nor 
less than pagan and idolatrous supperstition. 
Then, when this untrue teaching has been 
utterly and universally discarded, men and 
women will automatically cast about for a 
real God, and will find Him.

When a little more than one year ago, 
| gave the world “PsycHIANA,” little did 
| suspect that the teaching was very soon 
to be known all over the civilized world. 
It had taken me an entire lifetime to see 
something of the mighty and all-sufficient 
power behind the universe, and to arrive at 
the place where | was willing to stake my 
all on the mighty power of the Master In- 
telligence—God. But we stepped out on 
the promises one day, and with a faith that 
meant do or die—we did. 

Business came to us in an amount abso- 
lutely unexpected, and now, just a little over 
one year later, we have our own magazine 
in existence, two books have come from our 
pen, our articles appear in several national 
monthlies, and the large course is going all 
over the world.

“money-making scheme.” Preachers have 
gone on the air and spent their whole ser- 
mon hour telling the world what a terrible 
man I am. The statement has been made 
that all one had to do was sign on the dot- 
ted line, and a short-cut to heaven would 
be provided by me. That is what the 

peaceful parsons” who would not defend 
their country in time of war, say—and it’s 
about what we would expect from such in- 
dividuals—if one can call them that. 

Nevertheless—we have always offered 
our students their money back in 45 days 
if they were not absolutely satisfied, and 
that is more than the “peaceful parsons” 
do. l have not even taken the time nor 


the effort to reply to these criticisms, for 
the fact that they are attacking me is ample 
proof that [ am hitting them in a vital spot. 
They seem to sense that | mean business, 
and they also sense the world-wide sympa- 
thy given me. They know, and they know 
full well, that such asinine doctrines and 
dogmas as they sell to poor dupes, are hav- 
ing difficulty in finding a ready market any 
more. People listen to what they have to 
say, and then, with a sort of supercilious 
smile, they turn away and go somewhere 
else where they may find something which 
satisfies them. It might be a picture show. 
It might be something else. At any rate, 
by the thousands, men and women are an- 
alyzing the positively false doctrines the 
church is teaching, and as these forged and 
fraudulent teachings are being traced to 
their origin, men and women are waking up, 
and wondering at the audacity of pious 
priests and prating parsons, who for so 
long have handed to them in the name of 
religion, something as false as hell itself is 
false. 

People are getting wise to the thing. 
They are very suspicious of everyone who 
wears his collar backwards, or who parades 
around with a cross in his or her hand. For 
the fuse of doubt has been lighted. It may 
be a long fuse, but it has been lighted, and 
sooner or later will lead to the keg of dyna- 
mite placed solidly under the church sys- 
tem, and sooner or later there will be a ter- 
rible explosion.

And I have found the way. 

That way is the Brotherhood, and it is 
already working like a charm. In the Bro- 
therhood, a very small membership is 
charged, and we have also monthly dues of 
$2.00. The members, as long as they are 
in good standing, receive every two weeks, 
one Lecture or Lesson from me, and in addi- 
tion to that from time to time, I shall call 
their attention to world events which are of 
more than passing interest to every member. 

No contract will need to be signed, and 
anyone may quit their membership at any 
time, if they want to. This is going to be 
a mighty big thing, and it will not be long 
before we have members by the thousands, 
and probably by the ten thousands. If we 
get much more publicity in the papers, and 
if our radio talks continue to hold the 
breathless interest they seem to be holding 
now, well—it won't be long until we have 
possibly one hundred thousand members. 

Taken all in all, I am very happy over 
the Brotherhood, and just know what a won- 
derful success it is going to be. The Lessons 
are entirely different from the large course, 
and where the large course stopped, the 
Brotherhood Lessons begin. It is a lot of 
work to do all this alone, but we are very 
happy in our work, and especially in the 
wonderful letters which continue to pour in 
on us, as our students find God. It’s a 
blessed work, and a blessed experience— 
trusting and proving this mighty Life spirit 
and we are happy in it. We do not get 
very much relaxation, but we get enough to 
keep the brain functioning fairly well, and 


enough to keep us in good shape to defend 
our stand against those who are fighting a 
useless fight on a losing side—the side of 
old-fashioned, pagan, idolatrous supersti- 
tion. 


Last Sunday night | listened over the 
radio to one of the parsons who wears his 
collar backwards, and who spent his entire 
sermon hour not so long ago in telling his 
flock of sheep (“sheep” is "right") what 
a terrible monster | am. The church is an 
Episcopal Cathedral, and it broadcasts its 
performance to those who are dead enough 
to listen to it, every Sunday night. After 
having heard this wrongly collared brother 
open with a hymn, a regular liturgical rig- 
marole was then gone through, which sound- 
ed something like this: “Ibelieveingodfather- 
amightymakerofheavenandearthandin Jesue- 
sChristhisonlysonourlordbornholygastsuffer- 
edpontiuspilate,” etc. 

That comedy has been gone through now 
for hundreds of years, and not a single soul 
uttering it believed a word of it. But it is 
what is dished out in that building as the 
religion of Jesus Christ. Well it’s no such 
thing.

how well he knew what He was talking 
about.

Took a rib and 
made a woman. Had an argument with E 
talking snake, and then pronounced a terri- 
ble curse on the poor snake which, incident- 
ally, won the argument. And that is the 
sort of god that this individual Episcopal 
Cathedral is offering to its "sheep" to be- 
lieve in. Yes—I think the word "sheep" is 
well chosen. $

My book, “AMERICA 
AWAKENING," is proving to be a dynamite 
bomb placed squarely under the very center 
of all of the orthodox beliefs, and the "elect" 
are very wrathy at me. When I first went 
on the air over KHQ and KOL that cer- 
tainly did bring down the wrath of the 
"faithful" on my head. Ministerial Asso- 
ciations, etc., began to know that | was on 
the earth, and on investigating a little they 
found that I was a real honest-to-God he- 
man who never bluffed nor took a bluff. 
They found out that | was desperately in 
earnest in blowing the false and fraudulent 
out of religion, and they found out further 
that | know approximately just how much 
of it was false and fraudulent. (Nearly all 
of it.) This set them to thinking, and, as 


ever, when a star appears on the horizon, 
or a new comet, which star or comet threat- 
ens destruction, they began to move un- 
easily in their easy chairs, and they began 
to wonder what their next move should be. 
These “Yah-veh mongers,” sob-sisters, and 
ecclesiastical parasites began to tell their 
people what a terrible man | was in at- 
tempting to attach the "church" and the 
Christian religion.

other old pagan system of religious supersti- 
tion, having its birth in a dark, uncivilized 
age, and thriving then, and still trying to 
thrive (very unsuccessfully) on the super- 
stition and ignorance of their followers.

The whole thing as I see it is nothing 
more nor less than a mass of superstitious 
fraud — superstitious paganism — supersti- 
tious impossibilities, and every man and 
woman who is contributing to the support 
of the institution is, in my opinion, helping 
to throw a cloud of paganism in the eyes 
of the people, and is blinding their eyes to 
the true God by attempting to substitute 
the mythical God of the Bible in His place. 
Thats what | charge, with many more 
things, and there can be no mistake about 
what I mean, can therer | am not saying 
that these poor, deluded dupes who peddle 
their way to “church” every Sunday know 
that they are being fed pagan superstitition, 
but I am saying that what they are being 
fed is just that and no more. For there isn’t 
a single scrap of evidence in existence, and 
never has been, that the Bible they use 
ever had anything to do with God. It was 
not written by God—nor was it written by 
“holy men of God.” That’s what they called 
themselves as they still do, but as a matter 
of historical fact, let me repeat there has 
never been known to exist one single orzginal 
manuscript which we should be willing to 


accept if there were 


such, that this Bible 
ever was anything else than a human com- 
pilation of impossible and allegorical acts, 
committed by men, written by men, and 
now foolishly believed by men. Not one 


single original record. The people don’t 
know that, however. J bey think that they 
are studying an English copy of authentic 
records when as a matter of fact no authen- 
tic record has ever been known to exist! 
No one knows where these old Mss. came 
from but it is positively known that they 
did not come into existence until nearly 200 
years after tbe time of Christ. At the time 
of Christ's life (if he ever lived at all) he 
was not looked upon as other than a man. 
These old Mss. which were found in the 
hands of the "early church" and which 
probably wrote them, were many in num- 
ber. Hundreds of these old papers came 
into existence and over a period of a thou- 
sand years. In fact the doctrine of salva- 
tion and damnation, with this present Bible, 
was mot given to tbe world until 1647 A. D. 
What do you think of that? And it was 
a group of men who voted on it, and it 
was a group of men that decided which of 
these old pagan papers should be inspired 
and which should not be so "inspired." The 
punctilious parsons won't tell you that. Nor 
will they tell you that out of the hundreds 
and hundreds of these old papers, the ma- 
jority of them were rejected and dismissed 
from entrance into the "canon" because the 
old “fathers” said that the people wouldnt 
believe them. And they are right. Only a 
very few hundred years ago, John Calvin. 
the founder of Calvinism, caused Servetus 
to be slowly roasted to death before a slow 
fire of green sticks, because he said that 
Ptolmey said that the land of Judea was 4 
barren wilderness, whereas the Bible said 
that it was a land flowing with milk and 
honey. And in vain did this helpless old 
man beg and entreat and attempt to explain 
that he was only quoting what Ptolmey the 
historian said. In vain did he attempt to 
tell these "Christians" that he was not dis- 
puting their god. But it was useless. And 
amid the scorching, searing flames was heard 
the voice of Servetus, pleading with these 
men of God, John Calvin included, to pile 
on the fagots in the name of their common 
god, and to put an end to his awful agony. 
And the "christians"—the same children of 
god—worshipping the same god today, if

you please, danced round in glee as the soul 
of this old man struggled to leave his toasted 
body. And when we consider that 50,070 
men were struck dead by the same god for 
touching or looking into the little wooden 
box wherein god lived, we can readily un- 
derstand how these “mighty men of god— 
including John Calvin, the founder of Cal- 
vinism, danced in glee as they “followed 
in the footsteps of the master." Even John 
Wesley, the founder of Methodism, said that 
witches should be burned alive and was 
present at the burning of them. And the 
history of the Inquisitions, not over 200 
years ago yet, is replete with the bloody 
and awful tales of agonies and cruel tor- 
ments and tortures inflicted by the “church” 
on those of another religion. God Almighty 
alone knows just how many were tortured 
like this. The point [ make is this—and 
get me right please—this same church struc- 
ture we have with us today was founded by 
Wesley and Calvin and by others who, a few 
hundred years ago, and mighty few at that, 
burned alive at the stake hundreds and 
thousands in the name of the same god they 
worship today. And it is impossible to con- 
tradict me on this history (not divine his- 
tory) but true history tells the story. 
Think of it, folks—all you have to do is 
use your head a little. Not a single MSS. 
in existence would prove that God ever had 
anything to do with this bible or this re- 
ligious structure. In fact the god of the 
bible never existed and I can prove it. And 
furthermore | can prove that this present 
"church" structure is nothing more nor less 
than a relic of pagan superstitition and bar- 
barism, unfit for the United States of Amer- 
ica today. And the priests and parsons 
may rave and howl to their hearts content— 
I denounce here and now the entire caboodle 
of them as representatives of a pagan sys- 
tem of superstition which they can't prove 
to be true, and which I can prove is utterly 
false and pagan to the core. John Wesley, 
while in this country attempting to convert 
Indians in America, of which task by the 
way he made a dismal failure, said: “I came 
to America to convert the Indians—but who 
1s going to convert me. / think—uif tbe gos- 
pel be true I am safe—but what if the gospel 
be not true? And this same John Wesley 
was instrumental in the torture of witches, 
allowing them to be burned alive by fire, 
and if every Methodist would read the vol- 


umes I possess on John Wesley, they would- 
n't have so much use for their foolish re- 
ligion as they have now. Wesley—Calvin, 
and others of their ilk—burning to death 
helpless and innocent women and babes less 
than 400 years ago, and all in the name of 
God. What a bunch to found any system 
of religion. And once more I say to every 
member of every orthodox church in ex- 
istence—whether you know it or mot, your 
entire structure was founded in beatben and 
pagan superstitition in the lap of the dark 
ages, and the entire structure is a religious 
farce, false to tbe core, beatben to tbe core, 
and the greatest stumbling block in the path 
of spiritual enlightenment this world has 
even seen. And if this copy of this maga- 
zine gets into the hands of some good church 
member, then | suggest that he show it to 
the “shepherd of the flock" and ask him 
whether or not | am telling the truth. He 
will tell you “yes” but he will tell you that 
this is not done any more. Of course it 
isn't. But it would be if the "church" had 
its way. For old "Yah-veh" is unchang- 
able, and if the smell of searing burning 
flesh was acceptable to him then, it certainly 
is now also. And the point to remember 
here now is that the very fundamental 
creeds which this "church" structure is sup- 
posed to believe today, had their origin in 
a day and age when the above-mentioned 
happenings actually happened. And there- 
fore any system of religion founded on such 
horrible crimes as the "church" is responsi- 
ble for, cannot be and is not a true system 
of religion. Nor can any such system know 
anything about the true God as He actually 
exists.

Makes no difference if it happened a few 
hundred years ago—the origin is the same— 
there has been no change of "Yah-vehs" 
and though the church may try to hide these 
facts—/ know them—and I’m going to see 
that everyone else knows them also before 
I get through. For until such hellish doc- 


trines of the devil are once and forever dis- 
carded, then by no possible means can what- 
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ever true light there might be shine into the 
hearts and lives of men. All it takes to see 
this is a little thinking—that’s all. Read 
the record. Ask yourself if it is reasonable 
to believe that the mighty Maker of this 
universe ever sent an angel down to the wife 
of a Syrian Jew who later become the 
mother of a whole flock of children, to tell 
her that shortly she would be with child 
without natural means, and the father of 
the child would be the holy ghost, and the 
child itself would be god—a one-third of 
god—and a man all at the same time.

Less than 400 years 
ago, and 1500 years after the death of 
Christ, before the church had decided what 
was the Word of God. And then think of 
the caliber of bloody murdering brutes who 
decided what was and what was not this 
wonderful “word of god.” Probably right 
after the Council of Trent they celebrated 
by burning alive a few hundred of their fel- 
low-men and women. And yet the bible 
plainly teaches “witchcraft.” And so I say 
there is a little life among the dead bones. 
What will happen is this—the church is go- 
ing to either have to deny and refute me or 
it is going to have to admit that what | am 
saying is true. And I’m not fool enough to 
say it if it isn’t the truth, | promise you 
that. But the church is going to have to 
face me in this issue, and it’s going to have 
to do.it before long too. My radio activities 
are expanding. The “church” knows I’m 
alive, and capable of exposing it nationally 
and internationally, and it had better get 
its evidence together and be prepared to 
submit it to the public, for I shall never rest 
until this marvelous land of ours knows 
something of what a religious fraud and 
fake the present systems of religion are. 
Not one single solitary reasonable thing in 
their teachings. Their whole system of re- 
ligion founded in the times of the dark ages 
and the Inquisitions. Their bible utterly 
incapable of proof. They have lots of argu- 
ments as to “why” it is the word of God, 


but no proofs. And in a court of law the 
arguments come after the proofs or the evi- 
dence has been submitted. Not a single 
authentic original manuscript in existence, 
nor has there ever been known to exist such 
manuscripts. And as I say—the church had 
better get ready to begin to fight—for I’m 
going the limit. Every great religious move- 
ment has had its inception in a man who 
had the guts to get out of the crowd and 
stand alone.

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WANTED---ANOTHER MOSES 


New Haven, Conn., June |.—‘“The Unit- 
ed States is waiting for some unexpected 
Moses to lead it out of the shadows of the 
present depression back into the sunshine 
of prosperity,’ the Rev. Samuel Trexler, 
of New York City, president of the United 
Lutheran Synod of New York, declared to- 
night in a sermon opening the annual con- 
vention of the synod, which will be in ses- 
sion at Trinity Lutheran church here until 
Thursday evening’. The above appeared 
in the newspapers of even date. The head- 
line given to it was this: “Church Is Limp- 
ing—Has Grown Into an ‘Efficiency Ma- 
chine—Whole World is Baffled’—Unex- 
pected Moses is Awaited,” etc. 

Dr. Trexler placed the blame on the 
church. He said "it is limping along be- 
cause, although it has adopted every new 
human invention, it has not attended suffici- 
ently to its real business of proclaiming the 
gospel. "We are part of the world that is 
baffled," said the worthy doctor. "We are 
waiting for some unexpected Moses to lead 
us out of the darkness into the light." Then 
he said, "Every Christian congregation 
should be a leaven, a light. Here is the 
flood of lawlessness crushing down upon us 
with the irresistible force of an avalanche. 
What are we Christians going to do to dam 
It, or change its direction?" 

In almost every convention of the 
churches of every denomination held, the 
same old story is told. In the same issue 
of the paper is another big headline. This 
one states “Church is Critically Ill,’ and Dr. 
Ainslee, addressing the World Convention 
of the Disciples of Christ said further: "The 
churches are no factors as churches amongst 
the nations for the establishment of good- 
will, because they have not learned to prac- 
tice good-will amongst themselves. The 
churches are losing out and they will con- 
tinue to lose out until their ethical standards 
of brotherhood are beyond where they are 
now." Speaking further the good brother 
said, "There is no greater scandal in crea- 
tion than the fact that we have 215 differing 
denominations, and each acting as if it were 
the only church in the world."

want to answer Dr. Trexler in a few sent- 
ences, and show that brother where he means 
well, but where another Moses is not what 
is wanted. We have had one too many 
“Moses " already. We don't want any more 
of them. What we do want, is men who 
can upset the pagan teachings of the Moses 
we did have. And this church structure, 
Dr. Trexler included, should be utterly 
ashamed of itself for ever attempting to 
have you and I believe such absolute tom- 
my-rot as Moses taught. I wish I had the 
time and the space—l certainly would like 
to show Dr. Trexler a few things which have 
resulted from the “Moses” story. For all, 
and everything that Moses ever did, was to 
bring into existence, among a bunch of 
sheepherders, a system of theology which is 
as pagan as hell itself is pagan.

And this is one of the things 
the mighty intelligence which caused this 
marvelous earth and the entire planetary 
system with its billions of planets billions 
of light years away, told hairy old Moses 
to write down. No—Mr. Trexler—we don't 
want another Moses with such cock-and- 
bull stories as this one. If it hadn't have 
been for the old forger the world would be 
a far better place to live in than it is today.

BIBLE FACTS ALL SHOULD KNOW 


l. There has never been known to exist 
one single MSS. covering the New Testa- 
ment. All that exists are "copies" and "cop- 
les of copies." These "copies" are absolute- 
ly anonymous, and no one knows where they 
came from. They are all unsigned, un- 
dated, and did not appear until the end of 
the second century after Christ. They were 
"found" in the possession of the church. 
For 1,000 years new "copies" were added 
to the "divine" canon. This is all the evi- 
dence the church has that the bible story 
was written by "holy men of God who wrote 
by divine inspiration."

2. Belief in the “divinity” of Christ was 
unknown until the second century after his 
time. His brothers and sisters did not be- 
lieve in his magical claims and they knew 
him personally and lived with him. If they 
did not believe these claims then how can 
Ye be expected to believe them 2,000 years 
after. 


3. Not a single eye-witness to the sup- 
posed "miracles" of Christ has ever been 
known to exist. No one saw the resurrec- 
tion. No one saw the marvelous miracles 
he was supposed to have performed. Not 
a single historian out of the 300 of that age, 
makes the slightest allusion to Christ. Jose- 
phus, Pliny, Tacitus, all writing in that age, 
in that country, and at that date, and all 
living practically on the spot where these 
miraculous things happened, these famous 
authentic historians, while chronicling in de- 
tail every event which happened in that 
land at that time—make positively no men- 
tion of such a man. This is proof that no 
amount of logic or argument can overthrow. 

4. The title to the four "gospels" are for- 
geries. They were added to perfectly anony- 
mous "copies" of "what someone remem- 
bered" by the church. The church gets 
around this by quoting them as "the gospel 
according to” so and so. This they claim is 
not misleading. But it is very misleading in 
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the face of the fact that there is not the 
slightest evidence that either Matthew, 
Mark, Luke or John ever had anything to 
do with writing those supposed "gospels." 

5. That the bible story of the Christ is 
an exact copy of tbe story of Chrishna who 
lived 1200 years before Christ. The root 
words of "Christ" and "Chrishna" are the 
same. There is evidence in existence that 
the name Chrishna was changed to Christ 
and there is also much evidence that the two 
stories are one and the same. 

6. There had been in existence, long be- 
fore Christ was ever heard of, sixteen other 
crucified “saviors” of the world. They all 
were born of "virgins." They all rose from 
the dead. They all came to “save people 
from their ‘sins’.” Any bible scholar of ex- 
perience knows that there is more forgery, 
more interpolation, and more mistakes and 
more murder to the square inch in the bible 
than there is in any other book ever written. 


7. The present bible was not given to us 
until 1647, and was then given to us by 
popular vote of a bunch of "church bish-

10. Two of the oldest bible writers and 
church historians made a bitter attack on 
the dogma that: Christ died on the cross. 
They state very specifically that he died in 
bed at a ripe old age. There is much evi- 
dence besides these two writers to prove this. 
Even the bible story disproves that state- 
ment, for it states that after be was dead, 
blood flowed from tbe wound in bis side. 
If it did, then Jesus did not die on the cross 
or the bible story is a lie. Ask your phy- 
sician how much blood can flow from a dead 
man. 

ll. There are so many conflicting stories 
told of the birth, advent, resurrection of 
Christ, as well as of the ascension, that il 
is utterly impossible to know which is true. 
Even if the historians did mention any of 
the "marvelous" facts connected with this 
man, even then we could not know which 
to believe of the many differing stories told. 
You may depend upon it, however, that ii 
a few score of skeletons got out of their 
graves, if the earth trembled, if Christ was 
crucified, if he rose from the dead, if every 
baby under two was killed, if these things 
be facts, history's pages would be red with 
it. Chapters and chapters would be devoted 
to it. But not one single direct or indirect 
reference lo it in any authentic history of 
that time. lt could not and did not happen. 

12. The books considered "divine" and 
worthy of a place in the canon, were but à 
very small part of hundreds of similar 
parchments then in existence. They are not 
in the "canon" because of "divine" origin, 
but their being placed in the "canon" or 
bible, by the church, that fact makes them 
"divine." No other fact. If these same men 
would burn alive heretics at the stake in the 
name of God, what sort of authority do you 
think they had to classify any of these old 
writings as either "divine" or not "divine. 
But these old parchments were admitted to 
the canon on the say-so of these old murd- 
erers, and the church asks us to accept to- 
day this bible, on the authority of these 


same "fathers." This is mighty slim au- 
thority. In fact it is not authority at all. 


It’s pagan superstitition. But millions of 
souls are depending for life or death on 
what is taught in this book, which is so pat- 
ently a complete forgery and a complete 
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edition of the greatest piece of religious 
fraud and humbuggery ever foisted upon an 
intelligent race. 

13. Many old writings, of the same iden- 
tical origin as those in the "canon" now, 
were omitted from the “sacred scriptures” 
because the stories told of Jesus in them, 
"might not be believed, as they seem so 
contrary to nature." 


14. All of the other several Christian 
sects which flourished near those times, as 
the Corinthians, the Carpocratians, etc., ut- 
terly reject the story told by the Christians 
pertaining to the miracles attending the life 
of Christ. They lived then and there, and 
should know. 

15. None of those narrating the supposed 
"resurrection" from the tomb, ever claim 
to have seen it. Nor did they ever find any- 
one who did see it. All the record says 
about it is—"It came to pass.” Matthew 
XXIII states that when the report of these 
miraculous happenings reached the disci- 
ples’ ears—"some doubted.”

17. The bible and religion have consist- 
ently opposed every finding of science, even

been crowned with honor, but the church 
burned them alive, because their theories 
“conflicted with the sacred scriptures.”

And 
they will get it. For never was there a time 
when so many thinkers were concentrating 
on the question of god and religion. And, 
as ever, history is repeating itself. What 
was considered the truth 100 years ago is 
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absolute error today. But out of all this so- 
called “infidelity and atheism” is rising a 
world picture of the real God as He exists.

Then again, there is no joy in 
this world like the joy of a home with two or 
three little nippers running round in it. The joy 
of creation—the joy of fulfilling the law of God. 
Any teaching which tells you to subjugate the 
life-giving tendencies is a very false teaching, and 
is usually only advanced by one who is incapable 
of doing so himself. As fast as you reasonably 
use the “vital fluid" of life, nature replaces it.

Question: Shall I send my 9-year-old son to 
church and Sunday school? 

Answer: Please yourself. If you think he will 
be happy there, send him, but be sure that he 
doesn't believe the “inbred sin and damnation 
stories” on which the church is founded. I have 
a son 8 years of age. My policy is this. If he 
wants to go to Sunday school, I let him go. I 
never make him go. Usually he never misses a 
Sunday. But whenever he asks me a question, 
I answer him truthfully as I can.

Now, in 1,000 years you couldn't 
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have made this little fellow believe in angels 
unless he saw them. You might think you had 
him believe it but as a matter of fact vou would 
not. 

A few weeks ago, the teacher in Sunday school 
was telling him the story of the fig-tree being 


cursed by Christ for not bringing forth fruit out ` 


of season. Alfred held up his hand and asked the 
teacher this question: "Do you want me to be- 
lieve that Jesus did that or is it only another 
fairy-story?" The teacher informed him that it 
was in the Bible and therefore true. Alfred is a 
persistent little bugger though, and he repeated 
the question as to whether or not the teacher 
really meant-that this actually happened. Once 
more she impressed upon him that it did happen 
in reality. "Well," replied Alfred, "that's a good 
one for Ripley—I think TIl send it in.” So you 
see the reaction of present day youth to any and 
all impossible stories. They just simply don’t be- 
lieve them. And this is the reason the church has 
to either get out of the picture, or change its 
story. They usually change, however, when they 
see the shekels being diverted from their pockets 
into someone else's, so it wouldn't surprise me 
any to see the churches enter into competition 
with the picture shows on Sunday and show reg- 
ular wild west pictures. They have to do some- 
thing. 

If your child wants to go to Sunday school, 
for the company of the other kids, then let him 
go. But if he ever asks you about the teachings 
given to him there, you can tell him the truth. 
If the Sunday school is teaching him lies, then 
tell him so. You can be safe in telling him not to 
believe anything that he cannot reasonably accept. 

And here 
it is. A good one. 


This student asks: Are you the only man in 
existence who is advancing the theories you are 
advancing? 


Answer: Not by a long shot. Thinking minds 
the world over are all teaching the falsity of the 
church and Bible stories. They know it has been 
utterly discredited. I probably am the only one 
who has the foundation and the courage to take 
the bull by the horns and get right out on the 
firing-line over the radio, etc., and carry the battle 
right to the door of the church.

I would 
hate to see very many boys go through what I 
did, only to discover that the whole thing is only 
a cock-and-bull story which absolutely cannot be 
proven. There is no direct evidence that Jesus 


Christ ever lived, although I am willing to admit 
that He did. Nor is there any evidence of any 
of the wonderful happenings the church asks us 
to believe. I sort of wish there were. On the 
other hand there is a mass of evidence that the 
whole thing is nothing more nor less than a 
wholesale church forgery, and I can prove that. 
There is much evidence of that. And the beauty 
of it all is that people are getting wise to the 
whole structure, and it’s going into the ash-can 
where it belongs.
